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For Infanta and Children 
Prevents Typhoid 
People living in. or visiting com­ 
munities with uncertain supplies of 
drinking water have an almost cer­ 
tain preventive of typhoid fever i n 1 
vaccination. 
Over 3,500 men in the; 
nevy have been treated without un-1 
favorable symptoms. 
Not a single J 
onehas since had typhoid. 
Nurses; 
and physicians brought in contact 
with the disease receive protection 
hitherto impossible. 
Many cicties having contaminated 
water supplies now treat the water 
with hypochlorides. 
An 
ingenious 
method was demonstrated at the re-, 
cent meeting of the American pub­ 
lic health association by means of 
which an individual may thus treat 
a single glass of water. 
Small glass 
tubes containing the right amount of 
the disinfecting powder to render a 
glass of water safe can easily be 
carried in the pocket. 
By boiling water in the home, it 
is not difficult to render it safe 
from typhoid and other intestinal 
water-born diseases. 
A large cover­ 
ed pail kept for this purpose makes 
cooling economical of time and ice.
